Options have Iks>u taken on laud at Tia Juana and 
i!iiotlK‘r o|itiou has Ins-ii aciiuireil on a tract of land 
nlNMit thirty-five miles south of Tia Juana. It h.-is 
iKit lie<*u dechleil yet on which pieis* of profierty the 
track will la* built, but in all probabilitv the one in 
the town of Tia Juana will be selecpsl. A ileeision 
in this rexanl will be made within a few days and 
it is plaiitKsI to start «>oustnictioii work imminli- 
alely after the first of the .vear. it is said. 

Xiaie of tlK-se interested in promotint; the rats- 
nn-etincs at Juarez are iiiteri-steil in the Tia Juaiia 
enter|»ris<-. Messrs. Ja^si and Withcrls-e reside in 
.Mexico City, and it is uiiderstoiMl that they will 
have assiN-ialisl with them si-veral .linericans of 
wealth and iironiinence in sportiiiK affairs. Tin- 
identil.v rtf these Ainerii-aiis can iKd Is- Icariietl now. 
Init it is <iuite lerlain that none of tiiem are from 
this coast. 

A .vear or so a;:o a similar coneessioii was tiranfed 
to s-<iit»- .\uier!cans. but the Idtter rivalry la-tween 
tin- fortunate applicants and those who fail<-<l to -.;et 
tin- (snitession. with the- iiolitical influence they 
wicldetl. caused its revocation.

Sc<-uiid In tlie priiv list of 
Iu-isnI Ilia res was aiiotlier 1,'yllene mare, laiilv Cyno- 
sure. which the ex-Amerieau. William Astiir. sent 
to tile stud and was sold to Sir Gilbert Greeuull 
for $21,840.

BREEDING BUREAU’S ANNUAL MEETING. 

Officers Re-Elected by Canadian Organisation and 
Interesting Reports Presented. 

Montreal, Que.. Det-ember 18 . — At the annual 
meeting of the National Bureau of Breeding. Dr. 
J. G. Kiitiierf-3rd was elected a member of the board 
of governors. A letter was read from MiiJ. G. W. 
Stephens strongly endorsing the work of tlie bureau 
ami «-oiigratulatiug the governors on the strides that 
have ta-eii made within the past year. All of the 
ollic-ers w(-re re-elected for another season. The 
ri*iH>rts sImiw the bureau to be In a flourUbiug cou- 
diliun aud that many first-class stallions are under 
its cmitrol. 'The following are extracts from the 
aniiii.-il report: 

'Tlie Canadian National Bureau of Breeding. Limi- 
ted. has now closeil the fourth year of Its Incwpora- 
Hon under Doininhm government charter. The oldest 
of the bureau foals are ‘now three years old. 'Me 
bureau takes great pride in the fact that one of 
these tliree-year-olds. which was actually the flkst 
foal produced hy a bureau stallion, in Canada, won 
tlie Goveruor-Genoral's Cup at the Alontri-al Horse 
Show this year. 'This is the liay filly Star, owned 
by Lieut. -Col. J. J. Riley, of Montreal, and sired 
by Our Boy. mit of a cold-blooded mare. There are 
many tmreau two-.vear-ohls in Canada, and these are 
lieing driven to barncss already, showing the early 
maturity resulting from this cross. Tliese two-.vear- 
olds. H<-cording to all re(K>rts riM-eived, are astemish- 
iiigly iiiiiform in quality and siihstaiice. In fact, 
there has not l*e«-n a single couiplaint received np 
to tliis time, although some of these bureau sires 
now have over 109 live colts of different ages. 

Bureau stallions have again lH.-eii smrt-essful at 
liorsc shows and fairs thruiighout the country. In 
fact, the.v have rarely lieeii iK-ateii in the show ring, 
and the luircau eolts have also won prizes throughout 
(.'anada. iu some eases e<mi|ieting against all sorts 
of brec-ds. During the year the Inireau gave hand- 
some Clips at different horse sliows and fairs, and in 
iK-arl.v *-very case the classes comtieting were worthy 
of highest praise. Man.v thoroughbred stallions of 
note were acquiretl by the bureau during the year 
1912.
